Almwch, April 27.—There has been picked up on the 
shore be.ween Point Lynas and Bull Bay a board 12 feet 
long by 9 inches wide, painted white on one side only new, 
with the notice on it in the Swedish language: “ Tobaks 

|roknimg ar forbgudet” (tobacco smoking is forbidden).
